3,000 WORKERS ON SHANNON 
SCHEME. 

Now that the Shannon contract has been 
signed, the scheme for the electrification of 
the Free State has passed out of the region 
of. controversy, and the public awaits with 
interest the translation of the plans of 
Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert into practice. 

Work will begin on the Shannon next 
month, when a start will be made with the 
canal from O'Brien's Bridge to Ardnacrusha, 
which is to be the head race of the proposed 
power station. The actual construction of 
the power station involves a great deal of 
diffieult excavation, and probably will occupy 
the better part of three years. The level of 
the Shannon must be raised below Lough 
Derg. Huge embankments, at places as high 
as 40ft.. must be built. and a certain amount 
ol solid rock must be removed below the 
power station for the purposes of a tail-race. 

Then the problem of distribution will arise 
The idea at present is to build ove large 
station outside Limerick and to distribute 
current along two main lines, in the first im 
stance to Dublin and to Cork. These two 
main lines will have a number of ancillary 
lines which will carry current to such places 
as Galway, Waterford, and other medium 
towns, and finally current will be brought to 
outlying towns and villages by means of 
lines which will be carried on ordinary tele- 
graph poles. 

The contract, which was signed last week 
for £2,500,000, does not cover the cost of dis- 
tributson. For that a further contract will 
be necessary at a later date. 

The present agreement covers the creation 
of the new canal, the building of the river 
embankments, with pumps to prevent flood. 
ing, etc., and the construction of the power 
station at Ardnacrusha. 

ihe question of finance is arousing con 
siderable comment in business circles The 
Shannon scheme is to he financed out of the 
Central Fund, which is the Free State equi 
valent of the British Consolidated Fund, and 
as the Exchequer balance in the Free State 

not very large a loan of some kind seems 

be inevitable, There has been a great 
al of talk of raising monev in the United

‘tates, but the rate of interest is of primary 
importance and Wall street is not likely to 
open its pursestrings without the best pos 
sible security. To raise even 25 millions at 
home in the present state of trade and com- 
merce would be a difficult task. Money .s 
extremely tight in the Free State nowadays, 
and banks are pursuing a strictly conservative 
pohey. It may be assumed, however, that 
the Minister for Finance has made his plans 
for the raising of the money. The general 
public would welcome a clear statement on 
the subject at the earliest possible moment. 
Some 5,000 men will be emploved on the 
work of construction. Most of these will be 


unskilled labourers, but a large number of 
qualified engineers will be required The 
Lev positions, of course, will be held by the 
German employés of Messrs. Siemens-Schac- 
kert, but about 50 young Irish engineers are 
likely to be engaged, half of them by - the 
Free State Government and the other half by 
the German firm. : 

During the three years’ interval between 
the start of the work and the delivery of 
current throughout the country the Govern- 
ment proposes to undertake an extensive cam- 
paign of propaganda in conjunction with 
Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert. 

Steps will be taken to familiarise the agri 
cultural community with the henefits of elec. 
trical power in farm and dairy. A spevial 
organisation department will be established, 
and the 26 counties of the Free State will be 
canvassed from top to bottom.

The Railway Appeal. 


Large issues hang upon the fate of the 
eppeal which the Chairman of the Great 
Southern Railways has addressed to all 
members of the company's staff. Sir 
Walter Nugent sets forth, briefly and 
clearly, the almost desperate plight to 
which the company's affairs have been 
reduced. The problems that the European 
War created for the Free State railways 
have been multiplied and intensified by the 
process of amalgamation. The Govern- 
ment's policy, the demand for lower rates 
and the decline of trade have played havoc 
with the united company's earnings. The 
economies which ‘are expected as the result 
of amalgamation cannot become effective 
in the immediate fature, and the incubus 
of a vast wages bill remains unlightened. 
Since the beginning of the present year the 
company’s receipts show a loss of £408,000 
as compared with the corresponding period 
of 1924. Its. recent announcement that it 
was unable to pay interim dividends for 
the past half-year on its Ordinary or 
Preference stock fell like a thunder-bolt 
on many hundreds of modest homes 
throughout the country. To-day, in Sir 
Walter Nugent’s solemn words, the com- 
pany 's position is such that, if an imme- 
diate remedy cannot be fourid, “ not only 
is permanent damage to Irish railway 
interests involved, but the credit of the 
State itself will be shaken to the founda- 
tion.’ In these circumstances the com- 
pany throws itself on the patriotism and 
loyalty of its staff. It invites every 
member in every grade to accept a reduc- 
tion of 5 per cent. per annum in his wage 
or salary: the directors’ own sacrifice will 
be on a higher scale. The reduction—if it 
is accepted—will take effect from the 15th 
September, and will be reconsidered at a 
date not later than the ist January, 1927. 

If the staff accepts the ná reduc- 
tion, the company may be able to “carry 
on ” until it gets relief from the economies 
which are now in progress and until the 
country’s trade revives. If the proposal 
is not accepted, what will happen? Four 
months ago Mr. Justice Wylie, sitting as 
Chairman of the Railway Wages Board, 
found that “a reduction of wages is 
necessary if the railways are to continue to 
work.” During those four months the 
amalgamated company’s condition has gone 
from bad to worse. The point has been 
reached definitely at which, in the absence 
of largely reduced expenditure, it must 
cease to maintain its organisation on the 
existing scale. If wages are not to fall, 
expenditure must be reduced through the 
reduction of services. Sir Walter Nugent 
suggests tie widespread harm which must 
follow from a ‘‘wholesale closing of 
sections or stations.” Such deprivation 
would cripple the very constitution of the 
| ae Pane system, would be a heavy 
blow to commerce and agriculture, and of 
course would involve a reduction, more ur 
less serious, of the company’s staff. If

“ Cinema Research.”’ 


A New York film producer, Mr. R. T. 
Kane, has offered an annual endowment 
of £1,000 to an American university for 
the maintenance of a “Chair of Cinema 
Research,” and has invited other pro- 
ducers similarly to endow university 
chairs. Mr. Kane holds that the 
enormous salaries paid to performers for 
the cinématograph are disproportionate to 
the quality of talent exercised. Huge 
fortunes are made out of films which are 
trivial, if not pernicious. The cinemato- 
graph has come to stay, and the large 
rewards which it offers to those who can 
provide entertainments ‘that will amuse 
the multitude ought to be earned by a 
worthier art than that with which we are 
familiar. It would be interesting, how- 
ever, to learn the means by which a 
university chair is expected to improve the 
intellectual appeal of the picture theatres. 
In technique the cinematograph has made 
extraordinary progress during the past 
ten years. The dizzy flicker of the picture 
of 1918 has been eliminated by the rapid 
cameras of 1925. Mechanical ingenuity 
has devised astonishing illusions, and 
storms at sea, historical events, sub- 
marine adventures and magical happen- 
ings are depicted with equal verisimilitude. 
The art of production also has been im- 
proved, and the “film story of to- 
day is told almost without resort to 
printed words thrown upon the screen. 
Private enterprise has brought about the 
development of a crude toy into an-instru-

Diplomats and statesmen in their efforts 
to bring peace to the world are working 
ruin upon language. Every year sees a 
fresh crop of ugly new words coined in the 
chancélleries or on the platform. In the 
French reply to the German Note on the 
security pact we read of “disputes between 
limitrophe Powers’'’—the word “ limi- 
trophe ' seems to be a new-fangled synonym 
for *‘ contiguous ' or “‘adjacent.’’ It is 
high time that public men and officials of 
the State should take counsel with gram- 
marians before they issue statements for 
publication. The late President Harding 
enriched or debased the American dialect 
with the word “normalcy,” and M. 
Clemenceau caused the Pressmen of 
Kurope to discuss “ modalities’ instead of 
means, ways or methods. The verb “to 
function,” popularised by frequent use in 
recent political history, jars on the ear 
that loves good English, although the 
Spanish Academy seems to have no objec- 
tion to the recognised Spanish verb 
“funeionar,' The French Academy has 
denied currency to the word “ defeatist,”’ 
but “‘camouflage,’’ in its common usage, 
seems to be established in the chief 
European tongues; and even in Irish we 
find ' cumaflds " used by a scholar of note. 
In the debates on the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
we suffered the repeated use of the word 
‘ implementation’’—a coinage in no degree 
excused by the fact that there is good 
authority Lehind the revived term “to 
implement.”’

THE FRENCH DEBT. 
59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


WerepNESDAY NIGHT. 


That an important development had 
occurred to-day in the Frencli debt negotia- 
tions was evident by Mr.. Churchill's 
summoning an emergency meeting of the 
Cabimet and by M. Caillaux’s being in 
prolonged telephonic communication with 
his colleagues across the’ Channel. . The 
result of to-day’s deliberations was made 
clear in the statement issued by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to-night.- An offer 
has been made by Britain to accept sixty- 
two annual payments of £12,500,000. This 
ig far lower than any sum which 
has been officiaily mentioned before. 
It has the advantage of fulfilling 
the. British desire that the French 
payment should be _ definite and 
quite independent of any sums recovered 
by France under the Dawes scheme. France 
has yet to accept the offer, but it is clear 
that a most promising advance has beén 
made towards settlement of a debt and a 
problem which has been the subject of so 
much discussion. 


Mosul. 


From the fact that the Mosul boundary 
question has priority of the subjects to be 
dealt with at the forthcoming meeting of 
the Council of the Leacue of Nations, it 
might be expected that an early decision 
will be given. It is more probable that 
judgment will not be so expeditiously pro- 
nounced.

Advices from Turkey mean- 
while are not of a promising character, 
and, should the judgment be against Otto- 
man ‘ideas, there is bound to be some 
resentment, though both Great Britain and 
Turke¥ have agreed to abide by whatever 
decision is reached. 


The Shipping Strike. 


Disquieting news comes from Cardiff 
and Hull regarding the shipping strike. 
Considerable numbers of men in both 
places have gone over to the strikers, and 
there is fear of the trouble spreading.’ In 
Hull *‘ Red ' women seem to be taking an 
active part in the dispute. Up to the 
present, however, theugh some vessels have 
been delayed in clearing, none has been 
held up and actually prevented from sail- 
ing. On the whole, the strike, so far, is 
not making headway in the great ports, 
but sufficient mischief prevails in many 
of them to impede shipping arrangements, 
I, iverpool and Glasgow do not appear to be 
much affected. An extra and special effort 
is to be made to bring off a general hold-up 
at Southampton.

“Ab. 
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H°~* are the position and status of 
qualified dentists practising in the 
Free State affected by the Government's 
decision to establish a separate Medical 
Register for this country ? 

This question formed the basis of 
exhaustive ingi‘cies made by an Irish 
Times representative in Dublin yesterday, 
The general consensus. of opinion, he 
found, was that the dentists’ position is 
exactly the same as that of the doctors. 

‘ Although the profession of dentistry 
is not specifically mentioned in the 
Government's announcement regarding the 
setting up of a Free State Medical 
Register,” said a well-known Dublin prac- 
titioner, “I think we are included by 
implication at any rate. The ‘profession 
of dentistry is subject to the law as con- 
tained in certain sections of the Medical 
Acts, and as we perform work which con- 
cerns the health of the people, I believe 
the Government's decision affects us 
also.” 


OPEN DOOR FOR QUACKS 


THE ABSENCE OF LAW. 

“ There is another matter which concerns 
us in a very serious way, ‘our imformant 
said. ‘Is the public aware that under the 
present law, or, rather, absence of law, 
affecting dentistry in this country, there is 
nothing whatever to prevent a quack from 
putting up a brass plate outside his door 
and beginning practice? That is_a serious 
position, not only for the dental profession, 
but for the general public, who are quite 
ur protected from this type of quack. 

“This situation, has arisen because the 
British Dentists Act of 1921, in which was 
embodied the older Act of 1878, has not 
been included in the Free State Adaptation 
ot Enactments Act, with the result that the 
Act which protected the profession and the 
public from the influx of unqualified at 
tioners has been allowed to lapse.”’ 


THE OUTLOOK FOR STUDENTS. 

Another Dublin practitioner declared. that 
dentists in the Free State are in just the 
same position as the doctors in regard to the 
question of registration. ‘At present,” he 
said, men with the L.D.S.1. .degree are 
enrolled in the Dentists’ Register in Great 
Britain, just in the same way. that. the 
doctors are placed on the General. Medical 
Register. This gives them authority to prac 
tice in England, Scotland and the Colonies; 
but those students who qualify after the end 
of February next will find their sphere of 
work limited to the twenty-six counties com- 
prising the Free State. To qualify for 
practice across the Channel such men would 
require to undergo their training all over 
again in a British University. 

That is the position. and I regard it as 
a serious one for students now in training, 
and future students also. The Free State 
does not absorb more than a fourth of the 
men qualified here every year. The balance, 
after February next, will find themselves 
shut off from work in Great Britain and 
abroad. '' 
A SEPARATE. REGISTER. 

Referring to the question of a separate 
register for Free State practitioners, another 
dentist, with a large practice in the centre 
of the city, deplored the Government's de- 
cision to establish a separate register. 
‘Without doubt,” he said, “it will affect 
dentists as well as doctors. I agree that 
the decision will not adversely affect. those 
of us who are already qualified, but con- 
sider the position of Free State trained 
dental students, a great bulk of whom find 
employment in Britain and abroad after 
taking their- degrees, These men will no 
longer be eligible for such appointments, and 
the result will be that future students of 
dentistry will go across the water for their 
training. It will be an exceedingly bad 
thing for the profession in the Free State.’ 

The same practitioner spoke of the very 
grave danger to the public and the dental 
profession consequent spon the lapsing of 
the British Dentists Act of 1921, which. for 
some time, operated in this country. The 
effect of the Act,” he said. ' was to shut 
out the quacks, and to reduce very consider- 
ably the practice of pretentious advertising. 
That Act, however, does not now apply to 
the Free State, and dentists and the public 
are at the mercy of the untrained and un- 
qualified man, who, if. he cares, can start 
work as a dentist anywhere in the Free 
State There is no law to prevent him 
Withm the past year or so I have noticed 
that the unqualified people are creeping in 
again. Here and there one sees brass plates 
being put out by people who describe them- 
selves as ‘dental surgeons." I would he 
in favour of the 1921 Act, or one similar in 
principle, in the Free State.”’ 


CRUSHED BY 
PACK ICE. 


SURVIVORS TELL HARROWING 


STORY OF THEIR ORDEAL. 


MONTREAL, Wednesday, 

The survivors of the Hudson ‘Bay Company's 
supply ship, Bay of Eskimo, which was 
wrecked by the pressure of pack ice in Un- 
yvava Bay on July 253 last, arrived in Montreal 
to-day. They tell a harrowing story of the 
sufferings of the 46 men and two women, who 
were marooned 60 miles from land on a 
drifting ice fice, 50 vards square, during ten 
hours of drifting rainstorms. he survivors 
—wre eventually sescued by the Hudson Bay

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CONFERENCE? 


PROPOSAL BY CAPTAIN 
‘CRAIG, 
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FAVOURABLE.” 
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CONFERENCE between North and 

South to settle the boundary question 

was advocated by the Right Hon. Captain 

(. C. Craig, M.P., brother of the Prime 

Minister of Northern Ireland, at the North 

Antrim Unionist Association at Bally- 
money. 

He said that he regarded tlie time as 
opportune for such a conference, and added 
that he had not discussed the matter with 
Sir James Craig, but put forward the 
suggestion as his own opinion. 

Until the boundary question was settled. 
he said, all other questions were cf 
secondary importance. He held the view 
that the present Imperial Government was 
not treating that question as it ought to 
do. It was not only a ‘scandal, but a 
crime, to include-the boundary provisions 
in the Treaty, but he need not go into 


that. 
“NOT A BURNING QUESTION.” 

Mr. Baldwin's first Government (he added) 
ought to have dealt with the question, but 
let it slide The Labour Government came 
into power, and he could not, perhaps, blame 
them very. much in the action which they 
took. They were not particular friends of 
Ulster, and were not particularly conterned 
to see that the Unionists, who had always 
heen their poiitical opponents, should be 
helped out of their troubles. They said: 
“ Here is an Act of Parliament which pro- 
vides that Commissioners be set up to decide 
what the boundary should .be.’ 

The Commission had. been sitting for over a 
year, and no one had the faintest idea cf what 
the finding of Mr. Justice Feetham, the Chair- 
man of the Commission, would be. ° © They 
were thus living under the same condition of 
unrest, year after year, since the Treaty was 
passed, That was very bad for Ulster, and 
particularly so for those who lived on the 
actual border. 

He maintained that the boundary question 
was not really a burning question in the Free 
State at the present moment. 

There was no doubt when the Republican 
Party menaced the Government, as they did 
during the last election, with considerable op- 
position, and with probable downfall to con- 
tend with, the Free State Government con- 
sidered that it was an important question, 
because it was the question on which the 
Republicans hoped to win the election. There- 
fore, the Free State Government had to pre 
tend that they were as keen on the Brad sens 
question as the Republicans were. 

Captain Craig contended that if the ques- 
tion were left in the hands of the right-think- 
ing people of Southern Ireland and to Mr. 
Coserave and his Government, he was _ per- 
fectly certain in his own mind that neither 
Mr. Cosgrave nor his Government, or the 
bulk of the people in the South of Ireland, 
cared a button for the boundary. 


A REASONABLE WAY OUT. 

The political necessity had now disappeared, 
the Republican Party for t. é time having beén 
wiped o.*. He believed that if Mr. Cosgrave 
saw a reasonable way of settling the boundary 
question, he wculd do it to-morrow. ' 

That being so, he maintained that the 
Government of. Great Britain, instead of 
allowing this Commission to go on sitting, 
and, erhaps, bring in a report, which, ft 
it embodied the handing over any part of 
the six counties to Southern Ireland, would 
lead to a struggle. should take steps at the 
present time to obviate this. 

Some morning they might wake up and 
read in the papers that Newry or a part of 
Fermanagh or Tyrotte “wag t5 be handed over 
to the Free State. But the men of Newry, 
Fermanagh or Tyrone knew that they had 
behind them the men of the six counties in 
resisting any change of territory. Therefore, 
if such a state of things was going to happen, 
there would be serious troub!e 

Why did the British Government. when it 
knew the condition of affairs over here,. not 
say to Mr. Cosgrave and the authorities in 
Northern Ireland that, seeing the good that 
had been done by both Governments in the 
last two years in the way of realising peace, 
could we not call the heads of both these 
Governments together and see at the last 
moment ií a settlement of this question could 
not be made? 

MEETING OF DELEGATES. 

They did not know what the report of the 
Commission might contain. 

If it contained the cession of a considerable 
portion of Northern territory to the Free 
Dtete, it m.ant serious trouble, 

“Knowing these facts, and knowing, as 
they must do, that Mr, -Cosgrave.-and his 
Governme nt were just as anxious to get out 
of this boundary difficdlty as we are without 
bloodshed and without trouble, it was the 
duty of the British Government to call to- 
gether another meeting, or convention, to 
settle the matter amicably, if .possible... It 
would be a very different one to the Com- 
mission now sitting. as the conditions were 
entirely different.” Captain Craig maintained 
that the conditions were all in favour..of a 
settlement. 

‘We want a settlement, and we do not 
want trouble. We have had the blessing of 
two years of peace, and [ am sure that the 
people of the South of Treland do not want 
trouble, any more than we do.’ 

It was for this reason he suggested that the 
British Government should—before it was too 
late—call a meeting of the delegates or the 
heads of the two Governments, and if this 
was cone, the question might be amicably 
settled. 

But until something was done, this boun- 
dary question hung over their heads like the 
sword of Damocles, and would remain so 
until it was settled. The peace which they 
now enjoyed was only temporary, and only 
contingent upon none of the Northern terri- 
tory being taken by the Free State.

The suspension. of a numberof men. 
employed. at the. Dublin Gas. Works for 
refusing to obey the lawful orders of their 
employers is the latest development: of 
the coal strike, which is drawing to a 
close owing to the frm stand taken by 
the coal merchants. Five workers at the 
Gas Works refused .to load coke on a 
coal merchant’s lorry and were suspended, 
and three other» mén = struck work in 
sympathy with them. 

All 'the labourers in the Gas Company's 
yard are members of the Workers’ Union 
of Ireland, but up to the closing hour 
last night there was no fresh development 
of the incident, ' 

The latest strike in Dublin is one in 
which the employés in a number of dairies’ 
have struck work because the Dairy Pro- 
prietors’ Association had not complied 
with their request to take part in a con- 
ference with the object of stabilising 
wages. The strike will not materially 
affect milk deliveries.

REFUSAL TO OBEY ORDERS. 


A lorry from the Coal Merchants’ Assécia- 
tion entered the yard of the Alliance. and 
Dublin Gas Consumers’ Company, at Great 
Brunswick street, on Tuesday afternoon, to 
get a load of coke. Five employés cf the 
company were ordered to load it, but ‘they 
declined to. do so, and were at once sus- 
pended for refusing to obey reasonable orders. 
Three other men acted in’ sympathy © with 
them, and they also are under suspension. 

All the labourers in the Gas Company are 
members of the Workers’ Union. It will be 
remembered that these workers were on 
strike twelve months ago, but the strike 
collapsed, and the men resumed work, the 
only result being that they had lost several 
weeks’ wages. © They blamed the “Irish* 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, of 
which they. were members, for ‘‘ letting 
them down, . and left that organisation to 
throw in their lat with the Workers’ Union. 

The action of the eight men in .refusing to 
carry out the work of loading a Coal 
Merchants’ Association lorry was of especial 
significanee, in view of the fact that the 
leader of their Union, Mr. James Larkin, had 
stated on Sunday last that he would call out 
all Woirkers’ Union men in jobs where the 
re Merchants’ Association were delivering 
coal. 


INCIDENT. 


SUSPENSION APPROVED. 

The refusal of the men at the Gas Werks 
to carry out orders was a direct challenge to 
the employers, and was taken: as such. 
meeting of the Board was held. and the 
matter was filly considered. ‘The Board 
approved of the suspension of the men under 
the circumstances. An intimation, that if 
the men were not reinstated the Workers’ 
Union. would*: ‘declare ' a “striké: and 
ealle out all. the . members, of . the 
Union emplóyed by the company, was 
also considered, and the Board decided that 
the men could return to work, provided that { 
they undertook to carry ont all reasonable 
orders. © ‘That "was the fiosition of affairs at 
closing time last. night; and it remains to be 
seen whether the men who have been sus- 
pended will return to their work, or whether 
the citizems will again have to 
though, perhaps, on this ogeasion net te-the 
same extent as twelve months ago—the in- 
convenience caused by the cessation of gas 
supplies.

STILL A STRIKE 


DAIRY WORKERS OUT. 

A strike of employés of dairy proprietors 
is the latest contribution to the series of 
trade disputes which have been plaguing 
Dublin for some time past. 

The men ceased work on Tuesday night at 
short notice. Between 200 and 300° hands 
are affected, the cause of the strike being 
the alleged refusal. of the emplovers to sign 
an agreement submitted to them some 
time beck .granting certain. concessions 
in tegard to wages, and hours and condi- 
tions of service. 

An ‘official, .of the Irish Transport and 
(;eneral Workers’ Union, of. which the em- 
ployés are members, said that the reason for 
the strike was: that the Dublin Cowkeepers’ 
Association refused to agree to a. proposal 
to hold a conférence with the Dairymen’s 
branch of the union and the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce, with a view to 
drawing up a new agreement governing 
wages and working conditions. This official 
also. denied that the men. had declared a 
“lightning strike.” avd he stated that the 
men had given a week's notite of ‘their’ in. 
tention to cease work, That notice expired 
on. Tuesday night, and, as the men's de- 
mands had not been miet in the interval, they 
had ceased work. 

EMPLOYERS’ VIEW. 

A member of the Cowkeepers” and Dairy 
Proprietors’. Association told an Frish Pimes 
representative that the men had gone on 
strike before the Association had had time 
to consider their proposal. He admitted 
that the men had sent on a demand a week 
ago for a conference, under the Ministry of 
Industry-and* Commerce, to discuss certain 
questions, mainly concerning the at tlising 
of. wages. He pointed out that in May last 
there had been a reduction of 1Os. a week’ 
in the Wages of milkers, bringing the rate 
down to £3 10s. a week. This reduction 
had been put into effect by members of the 
Association individually, and had ‘been. in 
general operation, There’ had, however, been 
no reduction in the wages of distributors, 
whe still drew the wages they had in the 
peak years of the war. 

The men’s demands, amongst others, were 
for a conférence to stabilise these wages— 
both for muikers a distributors, by'a col- 
lective agreement with the Association. On 
such a basis the Association’ Were’ not pre: 
pared to go inte-any conference, because the 
cut was the first since the peak point reached 
some years ago.

“HALVED.”

the net obligation of France should in prin- 
cipal be halved. 

£16,000,000 A YEAR. 

This would have involved payments by 
France of about £16,000,000 per year during 
the sixty-two years of the British debt—pay- 
ments to the United States of America; the 
basis of ‘the calculation was, however, 
affected by the view which might be taken 
upon a number of disputable points of detail, 
and certain counter-claims, and, moreo er, 
in accordance with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s correspondence with M. 
Clementel earlier in the year, the British 
proposal contemplated a portion of the 
French. payment being dependant ppon the 
yield of the French share .of the Dawes 
annuity. 

£10,000,000 OF FERED. 

Bates to this definite and detailed 
Caillaux visited Londen. After re- 
peated A ll during which various al- 
ternatives were examined, he made the 
coukter-propesal that France should pay...in 
principal one-third of her debt to Great 
Britain by sixty-two annuities of £10,000,000 
a year, the whole of which should be upon 
the responsibility of France, 

This proposition constituted a noteworthy 
advance on all previous tentative suggestions 
which had been put forward from time to 
time on behalf of France; nevertheless, the 
gap between the British offer to remit one- 
half, and the French proposal to pay one- 
third, although modified by the exclusion of 
all references to the Dawes anr tities, re- 
mained wide and unbridged. 

THE DEBT TO U.S. 

The position is, of course, further com- 
plicated by the imvending negotiations for 
the settlement of the French war debt to the 
United States, which is greater than France's 
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war debt to Great Britain. His Majesty’ 
Covernment have, from 
perfectly clear that any Name which 
they can come to wit rance must be 
governed by the principle, so often declared, 
that they must: receive from France propor- 
tionate and pari pass payments to any she 
may eventually maketo the United States in 
settlement of her war debt. 

It would be of no service to Europe, »al- 
ready so grievously stricken, if the sacrific 
of one creditor of France merely con- 
duced to the advantage of another, 
Any hgreement which coúld be entered 
into between Great .Britain and France 
at the present time could, therefore 
in this respect be only of a proviajonal 
character pending the outcome of other 
negotiations. 

£12,500,000 PROPOSED. 

However, His Majesty's Government, deeply 
concerned in the general revival and appease- 
ment of Europe, and finding themselves in the

NEGOTIATIONS CONTINUING, 

I have a word or twó more to add. You 
must understand from what I have said that 
negotiations are not broken off, There is no 
break or rupture. of any kind. On the con- 
trary, they are continuing. It is quite 
natural that the French Minister of Finance 
should wish to refer to his own colleagues, 
just in the same way as I have been able to 
de through the meeting which has been 
summoned to-day of the Cabinet. 

I should like to tell you that all these dis- 
cussions, which have dealt with very difficult 
questions, and very painful questions, have 
been rendered pleasant by the admirable spirit 
in which the French Minister has faced the 
facts of the situation and has treated his Eng- 
lish colleagues, who have had to look at a 
number of very trying and awkward con- 
tingencies and propositions, but nevereat any 
time has there been the slightest failure of 
cordiality, good-will and loyalty. 

THE FUTURE. 

I can certainly declare that, and [ am sure 
M. Caillaux will be able to testify in the same 
seilse I do not think I ought to say any: 
thing more about the future of the negotia- 
tions. You, no doubt, will have some eon- 
versations with M. Caillaux before he leaves 
England. 

I feel that there are great advantages in 
coming in contact in business matters of this 
kind with so strong and patient and 
courageous a personality. I am sure that 
nothing but good can come from the discus- 
sions which have taken place. 

Asked if the settlement proposed did not 
sonflict with the Balfour principle, Mr. 
Churchill replied: '' At the time the Balfour 
principle was discussed one had not contem- 
plated the idea of different treatment by 
France of her creditors, but we always 
laid down the doctrine of proportionate 
part paseu payments, and we consider that 
doctrine over-rides everything else.”

In order to 
achieve this, he declares, he has to Baptise 
the natives.

Before baptism he 'n- 
formed each of the candidates that they 
would depart from this earth, then return 
cleansed, and would be unoppressed, like the 
The candidates were immersed 
for a long period, If they came alive, their 
spirits were clean; if they were dead, then 
their sins were too great for them to recover, 
according to the prophet. 

[his fanatic gained control of several 
villages, and he is reported to have drowned 
over a hundred natives. ‘The Belgian authori- 
ties sent a police patrol to investigate. The 
natives, acting under the influence of the 
prophet, killed them all. Another patrol 
was sent, and ten police were again killed. 
troops were despatched from 
Klizabethville and attacked the jllages.

which had been baptised.

The following is a summary of the 
Frepch reply to the German Note of July 
20 on the subject of security. ' 

“The French “Government are glad to 
realise that the German Government are as 
anxious. as they ate themselves to see the 
peace of Europe based upon an understand- 

which will ensure to the several countries 
supplementary of security, 
& Government, are happy to 
note that the German Government do not 
of security to a modification of the Treaty 
of Peace. They consider that. the Treaty of 
Peace and the rights which Germany, as well 
as the Allies, possess t u must not be 
impaired, nor can the guarantees of its execu: 
tion be modified. France cannot surrender 
her rights, but the French Government 
hereby renew the declaration already made 
by the Allies to the effect that they intend 
crppmaetly to observe their obligations. 

“2, The entry of Germany into the League 
of Nations is the only solid basis for a 
European agreement, It is thus with regret 
we have read the reservations in the German 
Note declaring that the question required to 
be elucidated further, The French Govern- 
ment are not qualified to speak in the name 
of the League. The Council have acquainted 
the German Government with their decision. 
The Allied Governments can only repeat that 
the entry of Germany into the League re- 
mains the basis of any understanding on 
security. It is precisely. the absence of such 
security which has hitherto blocked the initia- 
tion of general disarmament. 

“3, The German Government have formu- 
lated certain reservations regarding the scope 
and character of the proposed arbitral con- 
ventions, which are such as to limit the obli- 
gatory character of these conventions by con- 
forming them to the Treaties of arbitration 
which Germany has already concluded with 
some of her neighbours. These Treaties im- 
ply resort in all cases to a permanent con- 
ciliation board, but the actual arbitral settle- 
ment provided for does not cover political 
cases which are precisely those most liable 
to lead to war 
In the opinion of the Alliex« an Arbitration 
Convention thus limited would not be of suffi- 
cient value. Our primary object is to render 
impossible any fresh resort to force. In our 
opinion the principle of compulsory arbitra- 
tion is an indispensable condition for any pact 
of the nature proposed by the German 
Government 

The apprehensions which the German 
Government. betray on the subject of the 
guarantee of an Arbitration Convention will 
scarcely withstand objective criticism. Under 
the system contemplated the guarantor does 
not decide who is the ageressor.. The 
agcressor defines himself by the very fact 
that he resorts to arms or violates either the 
frontier, or, in the case of the Rhine, the 
demilitarised zone. The system of guarantee 
ing an Arbitration...Convention proceeds 
directly from an idea which was pronounced 
consistent with the spirit of the Covenant by 
the Assembly of the League at its last session. 

To sum up, the French Government can 


for the scrupulous respect of the Treaties. 
They are not qualified to discuss questions 
concerning the admission of Germany into 
the League ‘of Nations, and, finally, they 
trust that the proposed guarantees are capable 
of being laid down in terms both just and 
reasonable 

The French Government. in agreement with 
their Allies, have now the honour to invite the 
German Government to enter into negotia- 
tions on this basis, which they earnestly 
trust will resulé in the conclusion of a de- 
finitive Treaty.

ADVENTUROUS GERMANS 


CHANNEL CROSSED IN 
FOLDING BOAT. 
From ' THE Tres CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

Two young Getmans, Herr W. Oehmischer 
and Herr W. Kue zer, have arrived in Paris 
to-day after crossing the Channel in a folding 
boat. The crossing from Dover to Sangatte 
took seven hours, and during the last two 
very heavy seas were encounteted, necessitat- 
ing continuous bailing. The French coast was 
finally reached at 10 p.m., and the exhausted 
couple, not knowing where they were, slept 
in the dunes until 10 o'clock this morning, 
when they were aroused by Customs officials. 

Thus ends an adventurous journey which 
started on August 3rd. , The Seeteufel has 
carried her crew down the Rhine from Karls. 
ruhe to the sea, thence along the coast to 
Calais, and finally from Dover back to 
France. The boat measures’ 6nly 17 feet by 
2 foot 6 inches, and has only 94 inches of 
freeboard. 


AN OPEN VERDICT. 


UNKNOWN GAUSE OF PIT 
EXPLOSION. 


At the resumed inquest. at Wallsend yes- 
terday on the five victims of the explosion at 
the Edward Pit on August 9th, Edward 
Nuttey, manager, said that the first indication 
á gas was on the day following the explosion. 
A box of matches bad been found seventy 
yards from the scene of the explosion, but 
he was satisfied it was not there at the time. 
He admitted the danger of using electrical 
coal cutting machines where there was gas. 

Remarkable statements were made by 
William: Boward, timberman, who said that 
he had seen flames from machines when thirty 
yards away. 

The explosion was attributed by Charles 
Nelson, the owners’ agent, to a spark f 
an electrical or mechanical part of .one 
deceased men's machines igniting a small 
accumulation of ges. Ventilation at the time 
was quite good. 

The jury found that the cause of the ex: 
plesion was not proved, and returned an open

PROFESSORS, 


MEDICAL. COUNCIL. - 
DEFENCE OF OOLONIAL 
REGISTER.

The Committee appointed by University 
College, Galway; to deal with medieal 
matters met in the Boardroom of the 
Central Hospital to-day and drafted the 
following reply to criticisms in.the Press 
in regard to the proposed establishment 
of an Irish Medical Register :— 

We have received an invitation from the 
Irish Press to repiy to criticisms of our atti- 
tude in conection with the question of the 
proposed establishment of an Irish Medical 
Register, One correspondent, anxious to 
avoid a wordy warfare with us, has hidden 
his identity in anonymity, 

We pass over Dr. Gogarty's attack on the 
Irish language and ao Fair professors. 

We are willing, in the interests of truth, 
to amplify our previous statement. 

The General Medical Council, of which so 
much has been heard, consists of 40 members. 
Six are nominated by the English Privy 
Council. There are seven Irish representa- 
tives, including representation. from Queen's 
University, Belfast. Various Acts of Parlia- 
ment—the Medical Acts—empowered - this 
Council to control medical affairs in Great 
Britain and Ireland, It controlled the teach- 
ing of medicine in these countries, prepared 
a ~. peep of duly qualified practitioners, and 
acted as a tribufial, before which any medical 
men guilty of unprofessional conduct might 
be called on to appear. On the receipt of an 
adverse report from this body the English 
Privy. Council had powers to disenfranchise 
any recognised teaching centre in Great 
Beitain or Ireland. It derived its powers 
from the English Privy Council, and exercised 
its functions during a period of Legislative 
Union between England and Ireland. It recog. 
nsed certain universities in the self-governing 
LVominions, and on payment of a fee of 
graduates of such universities might practise 
as duly qualified practitioners in any part of 
these islands. The names of such graduates 
were inserted in a section of the register 
called the Colomal Section. For all practical 
purposes, it did not matter on what page 
the name of a graduate appeared, if the right 
to practise aga duly~qualified registered 
practitioner was assisted 

There is come suggestion that inclusion in 
any section of the register devoted to the 
self-governing Dominions implied a lessening 
of professional esfatue, We hold that such a 
view is a deliberate insult to many world. 
famous universities in. the self-governing 
Dominions 

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE'S VIEW. 

President Cosgrave states that by the 
setting-up of the Saorstat as a self.governing 
Dominion, the jurisdiction of the Gener 
Medical Council here automatically ceased. 
We have reason to helieve that this view 
coincides with that held by the legal advisors 
of the General Medical Cauneil. By legis- 
lation of a temporary nature, a continuance of 
control was arranged until next February. 
After that time the Government might adopt 
either of two alternatives :'— 


only confirm their earher remarks on the need | 


(1) Tt might do what it ma doing— 
viz., establish a Medical Council and a Medi- 
cal Register in the Saorstat to control the 
teaching centres established and the members 
of the medical profession in practice in the 
lrish Free State; or 

(2) It might have appealed to the English 
Privy Council and the General Medical 
Council to continue the control of Irish medi- 
cal matters. in the Saorstat. 

To accept No. 2 implies that, though Irish- 
men are now actually managing their own 
affairs, the Irish medical profession is as yet 
unfitted for self-government. For our part, 
we are glad that the Government of the 
Saorstat did not adopt the latter course. So 
much for the situation in the Saorstat. 

THE BIG ARGUMENT. 

The big argument, however—the argument 
that has alarmed the parents of many a young 
Irish undergraduate—is the statement that 
Irish medical men will be debarred from prac- 
tice in England, Scotland or Wales. rere 
is no foundation for this statement. We are 
in the. same 
ing Domiuion in this matter. If our Univer 
sities are recognised ás their'g afe, the see- 
tion of the Register devoted to the self. 
governing Dominions will be somewhat 
bulkier, Should a closer bond between Enc- 
land and Ireland in medical matters be de- 
sired, we see no insuperable obstacle; but the 
fact must be recognised that in the Saorstat, 
as in Canada and Australia, the schools must 
be controlled and the doctors in practice here 
must be governed by the responsible Govern- 
ment of the State. 

REPLY TO MR. MAUNSELL, 

This doctrine is not an example of nationality 
gone mad. It has recently been obscured by 
a fog of confusion and misrepresentation. 
Mr. Maunsell announces that “ the struggle 
for the right of science to be international, 
and not parochial, has only begun.’’ Are the 
public of this country prepared to swallow 
columns of irrelevancy! What, in the name 
of common-sense, has the right of science to 
be international got to do with the question! 
Does he contend that the outlook of inter- 
national science will improved by 
handing back to the English Privy Council 
the control. of medica] administration in this 
country? 

Does control by the Government of this 
country of our town teaching-centres and of 
the medical men engaged in Irish practice 
postulate ‘parochialism? It sounds like an 
echo of ancient argument in favour of the 
former legislative union. 

Mr. Maunsell makes another point—the 
hardship which an Irish medical man engaged 
in practice in England would suffer were he 
arraigned before a tribunal consisting solely 
of English, Scotch and Welsh members of the 
British Council, Again, in the name of 
common-sense, we assert that it is but just 
and reasonable that he should be tried by 
such a Council. We do not question the 
right of any English tribunal to try, on any 
ground, a resident citizen of that country. 

We suggest to the Government that a Pro- 
visional Medical Council be now appointed, 
consisting of representatives from Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, the three Colleges of the 
National University, and one each from the 
Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons We 
suggest that this body discuss with the 
English Medical Council the future relations 
of English and Irish niedicine. In the next 
six months the position can be satisfactorily 
defined.

HARBOUR BOARD'S 


PROPOSAL. 


Dr. Hegarty and Messrs. D. Linehan, 
undergraduate, and J, ('’Mahony, secretary 
of the Undergraduates’ Medical Association, 
attended the meeting of the Cork Harbour 
Board yesterday to express their opinion on 
the proposed change in regard to the Medical 
Kegister. Mr. ry cé J. Horgan, Chairman of 
the Board, presided. 

Dr. Hegarty said that in the opinion of 
their profession the Medical Register should 
be allowed to remain as it is at present, with 
ene General Medical Council, and representa- 
tives of Ireland on it. If the proposed change 
was made, Cork College would have to be 
shut down and the hospital would not be 
able to carry on as at present, 

Mr. D. Linehan supported the remarks of 
Dr. Hegarty, as did Mr. J, O'Mahony, who 
dealt with the loss that would be caused to 
Cork and to Munster generally by the carry: 
ing through of the Government's proposal. 
The £250,000 now spent in Munster would 
find its way to Belfast. 

The deputation having withdrawn, Mr. 
Richard Wallace moved—'' That we desire to 
express our strong disapproval of the pro- 
posed abolition of the Free State jurisdiction 
of the joint British and Irish professional 
body known as the British Medical Council, 
We consider that such hasty and premature 
decision will reduce the Irish medical profes- 
sion from a position of équality to one of 
inferiorigy, without any corresponding national 
advantage, and that in involves serious edu- 
cational, humanitarian and medical re- 
actions. We, therefore, call upon the Execu- 
tive Council and the Oireachtas not to take 
this ill-considered and prejudical step, and to 
validate the jurisdiction of the General Medi 
cal Council if the ‘Irish Free State for at 
least five years.” 

Speaking to his motion, Mr. Wallace said 
that the subject had been occupying attention 
in the Press and throughout the Free State 
for the past couple of weeks. Medical! students 
would be seriously harassed by the course 
that it was intended to take against the 
medical professioh. The position of the 
medical profession in this matter was 
something like that of the . Merchant 
Shipping Act legislation, which left seamen 
without any adequate protection. There was 
no doubt that the position of the doctors 
called for all the support which conld be 
extended to them, and his view was that the 
proposal of the Governmént.‘should4be ad- 
Janney or postponed for five years, 

Mr. Dennehy, in seconding the motion, 
said that the position which it was sought 
to establish under the Government's pro: 
posal would not be compatible with the 
status of the profession. 

AN AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Kelleher moved the following amend- 
ment:—‘‘ That, as there is a difference of 
opinion as to the proposed abolition of Free 
State jurisdiction of the joint British and 
Irish Medical Council, we urge on the Go- 
vernment to postpone action until the ques- 
tion has been fully investigated, and with 
this object in view, that no steps should be 
taken without a preliminary inquiry, not only 
into medical education, but into our univer- 
sity and higher education in general. We 
further urge the Government to accede to 
the repeated requests made by University 
College, Cork, and to institute an immediate 
inguiry. 

Supporting his amendment, Mr. Kelleher 
said that Mr. Wallace's motion was -very 
contradictory. 

Mr. Barry seconded the amendment. 

The Chairman strongly supported Mr. Wal 
lace’s motion. He said that only two argu 
ments had been advanced to justify the 
Government's decision, First, that the pre- 
sent arrangement was derogatory to ow 
national dignity, and placed us in a position 
of inferiority.

could understand the English medical pro 
fession’s seeking this solution, as it was to 
their advantage, but he could not understand 
the Irish Governmnet's doing so. 

Another argument used was that we were 
' exporting brains.’’ Did they think or be 
heve that the setting up of a separate Trish 
Medical Council would prevent yougg Irish 
doctors from seeking their fortune hbroad ? 
Would anything prevent it, except the open- 
ing up of equally lucrative employmient at 
home? He would suggest that every virile 
nation spread itself over the world, and that 
if they paid a little more attention to 
character, and a little less to brains of the 
hair-splitting variety, this country would be 
far happier and more prosperous than it was. 
He believed that the Ronatament would 
make a disastrous mistake if they persisted 
in their attitude on this question, and he 
appealed to them, as a friendly critic, to 
consider the matter. 

Mr. Kelleher’s amendment was defeated 
bv nine votes to six, and the resolution. was 
adopted.

CANTON DIFFICULTY 


ULTIMATUM MIGHT CAUSE

SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

The action of the British residents of 
Hong Kong in demanding that a British Go- 
vernment ultimatum shall he sent to Canton 
has created considerable sensation here among 
both foreigners and Chinese. Whilst some 
Chinese citcles consider that war is inevit- 
alle, most of the Radical elements do not 
helieve that the British Government will heed 
the request fer an Witimatum, which. if sent, 
it 1s declared, would be bound to lead to war 
between Britain and ‘China, and inevitably 
drag in Russia, Japan, and the United States. 

The China Prese, an English journal. pub- 
‘ished here, of considerable influence, declares 
that war between Britain and China is un- 
thinkable. Such a war is bound to drag in 
the Seviet and Japan, and, possibly, to create 
another world war for European border 
States. If the war between Canton and Hong 
Kong could. be localised it might be good all 
round, for bad blood has been existing for 
many years. But it is impossible to localise 
this trouble. Therefore, it must be prevented 
at all hazards. The paper concludes bv say 
ing that it would require 200,000 troops to 
mtervene in China. the possible occupation 
period. would be about ten years, and the 
world is in no condition to stand this strain. 
It tirges the United States to cease consider- 
ing the China question as a summer conven- 
fion, and to get a real plan for solution and 
for mediation between the conflicting in 
terests; otherwise we shall be involved 
militarily. 

ANTI-COMMUNIST MOVEMENT. 
HONG RONG, Wednesday. 

What may possibly be the beginning of a

THE MERSEY TRAGEDY. 
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CORONER'S COMMENTS ON 
FUNERAL SCENES, 

The Birkenhead Coroner yesterday held an 
inquest on Elizabeth Vaughan, of Rockferry. 
and two of her chifdfen, who were drowned 
in the Mersey. 

On the day before the tragedy Mrs, 
Vaughan was arrested on a charge of steal 
ing clothes, and was released on bail. Early 
ov the following morning she took her six 
childi@n to the shore, and, after throwing 
them, one by one, into the water, jumped in 
herself. Three of the children escaped. and 
at an earlier inquest on one of the three 
drowned a verdict of ' wilful murder” was 
returned against the mother. 

Referring to scenes at the funeral of the 
victims, when crowds of booing spectators 
ran after the coach containing the husband. 
the Coroner said that theif conduct was dis- 
graceful and a blot on the reputation of the 
town. Whatever his faults, the husband 
‘was honest and hard-working. 

The verdict was that the mother murdered 
her children and committed suicide.

A MOUNTAIN HALO.

Srg—l saw-a curious and unusual

“ Hamlet ' in modern dress at the Kingsway 
Theatre has proved beyond a doubt that the 
beauty and effectiveness of the play cannot be 
dimmed by any setting, no matter how. in- 
congruous it may at first appear. 

e modern settings and furnishings in the 
opening stages were inclined to distract one’s 
attention, but after the strangeness of seeing 
the well-known characters smoking cigarettes,

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THE EARTH’S AGE & 
CONSTITUTION. 


NEED FOR A GRAVITY 
SURVEY. 
Ma aihascois 
DURATION OF DRAMA 
OF EVOLUTION. 


(SPECIAL TELEGRAM.) 
SOUTHAMPTON, Wednesday. 

About seventeen hundred members are at- 
tending the fifty-ninth annual. meeting of the 
British Association, which was opened here 
his evening. i 
Professor Horace Lamb, in his address as 
President, remarked that authority and 
science were at one time in bitter conflict; 
but those antagonisms were now almost 
obsolete. The quarters where the scientists 
might look for suspicion. and dislike were 
now political, -rather than ecclesiastical. 
Sober and accurate analysis was not always 
favourable to social and economic theories 
which rested mainly. on an emotional, if 
very natural basis. 

Passing on to the consideration of 
constitution of the earth, mainly from 
mathematical and physical standpoint, Pro- 
fessor Lamb ommend that the accurate in- 
vestigation of the figure of the earth was in- 
timately connected with the variation of 
gravity over its surface. Of more recent 
interest were the irregularities in the in 
tensity of gravity, which had been found to 
exist over wide areas by the highly trained 
survey of India, by the coast and geodetic 
survey of the United States, and by various 
observers on the Continent of Europe. . 

Briefly, the general result was this—that in 
mountainous regions the observed value of 
gravity was abnormally low, whilst on 
oceanic islands, and, so far as could be ascer- 
tained, on the sea, it was abnormally large 
when all allowance had been made for alti- 
tude and the normal variation with latitude. 
The altitude of the mountains wag held to 
be compensated by the inferior density of 
the underlying matter, whilst the oceanic 
hollows were made up for by increased den- 
sity underneath. The hypothesis was that 
the matter in the interior of the earth below 
the stratum is in a state of purely hydro- 
static stress—i.¢., of pressure uniform in all 
directions. . So far as this stratum was con- 
cerned, it might be floating on an internal 
globe of liquid. 

It was a matter of regret that the obser- 
vational side of geophysics had of late been 
so little cultivated in this country. It was, 
therefore, some satisfaction to record that a 
modest beginning had been made at Cam 
bridge by the institution of a Readership in 
Geodesy, and that when the requisite pen 
dulum outfit was complete it was hoped 
that a gravity survey of these islands might 
be initiated. It was, perhaps, not too much 
to hope that, with the co-operation of .the 
Navy, the gravity chart of the world, which, 
so far, was almost a blank as @egarded the 
ocean, might be gradually filled in. 

AGE OF THE EARTH. 

Professor Lamb alluded to Lord Kelvin’s 
historic attempt to limit the age of the 
earth, and remarked that estimates of the 
time that has elapsed since the final con- 
solidation of the earth’s crust must lie defi- 
nitely between ten to the ninth and ten to 
the tenth (t.¢., one thousand million and ten 
thousand million years). The figure was 
necessarily vague owing to the rough value 
of some of the data, but even the lower of 
these limits was one which geologists and 
biologists were, he believed, willing to accept 
as giving ample scope for the drama of 
evolution. 

Within the last twenty years or so light 
had come on the elastic properties of the 
earth, from a study of the propagation of 
earthquake shocks. Material support in the 
way of more and better equipped stations 
was certainly needed, but what was wanted, 
above all, was the co-ordination of such evi- 
dence as existed, the construction of more 
accurate tables, and the comparative study 
of graphical records. These latter presented 
many features which were at present hard 
to interpret, and a systematic comparison of 
records of the same earthquake obtained at 
different stations, especially if these were 
equipped with standardised instruments, 
should lead to results of great theoretical in- 
terest. The task would be a difficult one, 
but until it was accomplished we were in the 
position of a scholar who could guess a few 
words in an ancient text, possibly the most 
significant, bat to whom the rest was

Professor Lamb, summing up his argu- 
ments, said that on the one hand the thermal 
evidence pointed to the existence of a high 
temperature at a depth which was no great 
fraction of the earth's radius. On the other 
hand, the tidal argaments, as well as the free 
tion of waves of transversal vibra- 
tion at great depths, indicated with certainty 
something like perfect elasticity in the 
mathematical sense. }

IMPROVED MARKETING 
METHODS,

Preliminary measures have been taken for 
the establishment of a faculty of agriculture 
im the Quéen’s University, Belfast. A new 
building is to be erected within the College 
containing laboratories and class-rooms, as 
well as accommeédation for the seed-testing 
and plant diseases research departments. 

In the third annual report of the Ministry 
of Agriculture of Northern Ireland, which has 
just been tssued, it is stated that the establish- 
ment of this faculty, which will enable agri- 
cultural students im Northern Ireland to 
obtain training oÍ a university standard in 
applied agricultural sciences and in agricul. 
tural research, is essential to complete the 
po cap graduated system of agricultural 


tion, ' 
. EXPENDITURE. 

During the vear 1925-1924 the Ministry in- 
curred the following expenditure, both 
divectly and through the county committees — 
Agricultural research, £12,899; agricultural 
laws, tax industries, poultry 
schemes, ; grants to agricultural 
Societies and Ministry's exhibits at agricul. 
tural shows, £4,378 ; flax and potato industries. 
£7 228 ; forestry, £3,175 ; collection of agricn!- 
tural statistics, £2,798; ordnance and geo- 
as. surveys, £8,867; general expenses, 


Towards this expenditure the contribution 
from local rates was £7,100. 

A special grant of £5,100 was provided in 
the year for agricultural development. being 
portion of a sum of £54,000 which the Govern.

MARKETING OF PRODUCE. 

re is an wteresting section on the 
marketing and transit ef agricultural produce. 
Educational work with a view to stimulating 
producers amd exporters to adapt efficient 
marketing methods in the case of eggs, butter, 
fruit and other agricultural commodities was 
further developed by the Ministry during the 
past vear. Arrangements were made for the 
delivery by county instructors, at meetings of 
branches of the Ulster Parmers’ Union and of 
the Ulster Agricultura! Organisation Society, 
of a considerable number of Jectures dealing 
with the marketing of agricultural prodace 
generally, and, in addition, special lectures on 
the subject were given by officers of the 
Ministry's staff, including the marketing re- 
presentative in Great Britain. 

The Ministry's marketing inspector in 
Northern Ireland visited the premises of egg 
shippers and afforded the fullest information 
as to proper methods of testing, grading and 
packing. The advice afforded through the 
medium of lectures and visits was supple 
mented by an extensive circulation of leaflets 
and posters setting forth in detail the improve 
ments in marketing methods recommended by 
the Ministry. Special marketing exhibits were 
Staged at shows. 

e question of the grading and packing of 
poultry also received attention, and detailed 
mstruction as to proper methods of killing, 
plucking, trussing and packing for consign. 
ment to cross-Channel markets was supplied 
to all exporters by the Ministry's market ing 
mspector. 

Advantage was taken of every opportunitv 
to emphasise the importance to the Ulster 
agricultural industry ef marketing produce 
on the limes indicated by the Ministry, and to 
point out that failure to do so would of neces. 
sity result in the market in Great Britain 
for Ulster produce becoming more and more 
restricted, While, bowever, an improvement 
in the standard of marketing has taker place 
in certain directions, especially in the case of 
butter, the necessity for a compulsory system 
of inspection and control has been fully con. 
firmed by the experience of the year. - 

: _. THE EGGS ACT. 

The Ministry found it necessary to seck 
legislative powers in connection with the 
Ulster egg trade to insure that a satisfactory 
standard of marketing would be maintained. 
and, accordingly, the Marketing of Eeges Act 
(N.1.), 1924, was introduced into Parliament 
and passed into law in May. 

The Cabinet, it is notified, has decided to 
take a census of production in Ulster, and 
the preparatory arrangements are now well 
advanced. The Ministry is responsible for 
the collection and summarisation of the 
statistics necessary for the output of the agri- 
cultural iodustry to be calenlated. This in. 
formation will be of very great value when 
dealing with questions relating to agricul- 
ture, jut (it is added), if the census is to 
attayn that measure of completeness which is 
desired, it will be necessary to make a con- 
siderable number of inquiries supplemental to 
the ordinary returns collected in June. The 
Ministry, therefore, trusts that farmers and 
other persons connected with the agricultural 
industry will render whole-hearted co 
operation in making the. census a success,

THE QUOTA. 


EFFECT OF BROKEN 
APPOLNTMENTS. 
a en 


Although the United States Government's 
new arrangement for the medical examination 
of emigrants at the ports of embarkation has 
been working satisfactorily, there has been a 
noteworthy imerease in the number of failures 
to observe appointments made with the 
American Consulate in Dublin by intending 
emigrants. 

In an interview with an /rish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday, Mr. Neilson, of the 
American Consulate, Dublin, said—‘' If people 
continue to break their appointments at the 
present rate, there is grave danger that hy 
the end of the quota year (the 3th of June 
next) the Irish Free State quota will have 
been exhausted: instead of the 25,567 persons 
who are entitled to emigrate to America the 
number will be considerably less, and there 
is no means of making up the shortage. Each 
Consulate in Kurope gets a certain allotment. 
In the case of Dubhn it is 12,000, but not 
more than 10 per cent., or 1,200 persons, can 
be granted visas im any one montl. For 
instance, if only 700 of the 1,200 keep their 
appointments each month, only 8,400 could 
receive visas, which would mean 5,600 less 
than the number allowed by the quota 

“There is no reason given for this action on 
the part of the emigrants,’ continued Mr. 
Neilson ; ‘‘ bit one explanation may be a fear 
of the medical examination which they have to 
face in Dublin, This examination is carried 
out on similar lines to those which operated

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at Ellie Island by officials who have had 
long experience in the immigrant stations in 
America. The applicant for a visa attends at 
the Consulate by appointment, and on the 
same day is medically examined in the same 
building. If he or she is granted a ‘clean’ 
certificate by the doctor, while it does not 
guarantee an entrance to the United States 
of America without further tests, in 99 per 
cent. of the cases the emigrant has no further 
trouble ow the grounds of health. If a pas- 
senger is refused a visa at this side, he would 
also be refused one in the United States of 
America, and the examination here saves the 
emigrant from disappointment and consider- 
able expense. 

The demand for yisas so far this year is 
about normal. Every month sufficient appoint- 
ments are made with intending applicants to 
fill the quota, each application being dealt 
with in the order in which it is received. 
This year’s Free State quota is the same as 
last vear's—25,567—almost a tenth of the 
230,000 persons which went to swell the popu 
lation of the United States in the vear ended 
30th June last through immigration. The 
quota for next year has not yet been decided, 
but it is expected that the present figure 
will be reduced to something between nine 
and ten thousand. The Free State quota only 
refers to persons born here, irrespective of 
their place of residence, and not to residents 
in the Free State. From the date of applica. 
tion to the date of examination roughly two 
months elapse before visas are granted to 
emigrants, and they are available for a period 
of four months. '

1924 FIGURES ANALYSED. 


Frox Ovrn Own. Corresronpent, 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

An analysis of the emigration figures for 
1924, published in the Board of Trade 
Journal, shows that in 1924 male emigrants 
from Ireland, over 18 years of age. numberad 
| 13,896, of whom ne fewer than 8,516 were 
agricultural workers. Labourers not in 
agriculture numbered 1,840. In no other 
occupation did emigrants number four 
figures, the next highest total being 904 for 
the group described as “ commercial, finance, 
and insurance. 

Agricultural workers from Ireland in- 
creased from 28 per cent. of the male 
emigrants in 1922 to 32 per cent. in 1923, 
and 61 per cent. in 1924. In the latter vear 
the 61 per cent. for Ireland compares with 
18 per cent. for England and Wales, 22 per 
cent. for Scotland, and 28 per cent. for the 
whole of the British Isles. 

The increased percentage of agriculiural 
workers from Ireland in 1924, as compared 
with 1923, accompanied by a decreased per 
centage of labourers not in agriculture or 
transport, is accounted for in part by the in- 
creased emigration from Ireland to British 
North America, and the decreased number 
of labourers going to the United States, and 
ig part by the more definite particulars given 
of the occupations of Trish emigrants, 

Female emigrants from Ireland in 1924 
numbered 10,034, of whom two-thirds were 
recorded as employed in domestic service or 
hotel servants. Of the 15896 males who 
emigrated from Ireland in 1924, 6.688 went 
to British North America, 5,432 to the 
United States, and 1.088 to Australia, while 
of the females, 6,641 went to the United 
States, 2,309 to British North America, and 
600 io Australia. 

Immigrants into Ireland for 1924 num. 
bered 3,748, of whom 1,977 were males, and 
1,763 females. Of this total, 842 males and 
1,0'9 females were from the United States. 
and 645 males and 31 females from British 
North America. 

All the above figures relate to Treland, as 
a whole. the movement to and from the 
Free State having heen previously published.

“ UNPRONOUNCEABLE NAME ”’

A* & prelimimary to the Army 
manceuvres, a review of the troops 
of the Eastern Command of the Irish 
Free State Army was held in the Fi‘teec 
Acres, Pheenix Park, yesterday. Six 
battalions of infantry and the auxiliary 
corps, which constitute the Command, 
paraded—a total of 2,500 officers and 
men. 

Rain fell heavily as the troops remained 
drawn up in review order, but the weather 
cleared just as the ssarch past started. 
In spite of the rain, the three aeroplanes 
attached to the Command took the air, 
and remained flying until the end of the 
afternoon's proceedings—almost an hour 


and a hall. 
THE PARADE. 

There was a large gathering of spectators. 
‘The Governor-General came accompanied by 
Mr. Peter Hughes, Minister for Defence. 
They were received by Captain Grey, of the 
Eastern Command Staff. President Cosgrave 
and Mr. Kevin O'Higgins were also present. 

The troops were reviewed by Lieutenant- 
General eMahon, Chief of aff of the 
Army, with whom were the Quartermaster- 
General, Major-General Cronin; Colonel 
McGaurip, representing the Adjutant -Ceneral, 
and Captain J. C. Sullivan, Military Seere- 
tary. The review was under the command 
of Major-General Hogan, Officer Commandi 
the Eastern Command, His staff consisted 
Colonel O'Carroll, Major McNally, Major 
King and Captain Trayers. The music was 
supplied by the No. 2 Army Band and a pipe 
band. beth of which are attached to 1 
Command. 

The Chief of Staff having inspected the 
troops, they formed up in column of com: 
panies, and marched past the flag, where the 
salute was taken by the reviewing ofiicer. 
The march was led by the Command G.0.". 
and his staff, after whom came the Colour 
party. Iwo Colours were earned, one the 
tricolour fringed with geki and the other 
the Colour of the Command, which was seen 
out for the first time. It ia a strikingly 
handsome flag of St. Patrick's blue, with the 
Army crest in gold in the centre and a 
heavy fringe of gold. 

Next came the infaniry, in the following 
order :—7th Brigade, Colonel McGuinness, 
O.C.; 6th Brigade, Colonel McCurley, 0O.C. ; 
5th Brigade, Colonel Gilheaney, 0.C. The 
leading battalion was the 22nd. In general, 
the infantry marched very well, but even 
civilians could notice the splendid carriage 
of the 27th Battalion, ander Commandant 
O’Hegarty. The 20th of the 5th Brigade 
was also a particularly smart battalion. The 
infantry were followed by a company of 
military police, under Commandant Mason, a 
fine body of picked men. 

A detachment of signallers was followed 
by a battery of artillery, ander Captam 
McLaughlin, followed by the transport, horse 
and mechanical; a detachment of the Army 
Medical Corps, and the armoured ears, the 
last wnder the command of Lieutenant 
Mc Allister.

BILLETING PAYMENTS. 


OFFICIALS CHARGED WITH 
FRAUD. 

At the Skibbereen District Court yesterday 
District Justice Crotty sent for trial three 
former officials of the Army Finance Depart. 
ment, named Michael BB. Harold, Hugh 
Callan, and Michael Francis Conway, who 
were charged with embezzling moneys 
amounting to £3,468 10s. while employed in 
the public service of the Free State. On 
other counts the defendants Harold and Con 
way were charged with forgery, and the de- 
fendant Callan was charged with uttering 
forged decuments.

The occupants included milk vendors, rail- 
way workers, asylum attendants, army men, 
masons, carpenters, shoe-makers, tailors, 
painters, rate collectors, midwives, and 
school teachers. 

‘* Good!" said Mr. Dan O'Callaghan, “men 
with £800 or £900 a year living in labourers’ 
cottages at tenpence halfpenny per week. 

The Chairman said that it was unjust te 
the ratepayers that these men who were in 
luxurious positions should be allowed to con- 
tinue in the occupation of cottages at ten- 
pence halfpenny per week. 

The Chairman continued to read the list 
of occupants, which included van drivers, egg 
dealers, a shopkeeper, a former engine driver, 
a fowl dealer, a waterworks caretaker, and 
a bookseller. 

“I do not want to be hard," said the Chair- 
man, “but that is absolutely ridiculous. 
These houses were built for bona-fde 
labourers, and they should be occupied by 
them. If we are going to allow that, we are 
not worthy the name of public representatives. 
School teachers and others, if they are to 
remain in occupation of these cottages, should 
pay rent which would bring revenne to the 
country.” 


PROPOSED IRISH-SPEAKING 
COLONY FOR DUBLIN. 


At a meeting of the North Dublin Rural 
District Council yesterday, Mr. Sean O'’Cuill’s 
letter, published in vesterday’s /rish Times, 
to the effect that the Nua Ghaedhitacht 
Committee proposed building houses for the 
establishment of an Irish-speaking colony on 
Cloaturk lands, was read. 

It was decided to write to Mr. O'Cuill 
asking him to have plans, etc., submitted to 
the Council, which would give every possible 
facility in the erection of the houses, 

Mr. Russell (Engineer) said that if the 
houses were built ander the Act of 1925 the 
Council would not get full rates for twenty 
years; so that the Council would be under 
cousiderable expense. 

The Chairman (Mr. Baggot) said that the 
practice of the Council had always been to 
encourage people to go outside the city to 
build houses, and they had given all 
the facilities possible. If these people 
wanted to build one hundred or more 
houses, and put proper plans before the 
Council, they would facilitate the building in 
every way. They wanted more houses built. 

A decision as stated was arrived at. 


BIG ARMAGH HOUSING SCHEME, 


The Armagh Rural Council yesterday had 
under consideration 535 representations for 
labourers cottages, the first of a batch of WO, 
under the Labourers’ Acts. The scheme is 
estimated to cost between £80,000 and 
£100,000. 

Mr. J. J. W, Dunlop said that the financial 
position was very acute at present, and the 
Council ought to use some discrimination. 
They might not get all the money that they 
expected. 

Among the applications rejected was that 
of a war widow, who was stated to be living 
in the house of a brother, and one from an 
old age pensioner, who got married a month 
ago.

The money should 
be allocated for the greatest good of the 
greatest number. It would be better to give 
prizes in the schools than to expend so much 
money teaching a dozen pupils in night 
classes. 

The Committee passed a resolution, urging 
that it was essential that a qualified inspec- 
tor should visit the classes in the coming 
year and report to the Committee from time 
to time on the attendance and the efficiency 
of the teaching.

IRISH PIG REARERS 
CAUGHT OUT, 
———— 


For the second time within a fortnight 
Limerick-cured bacon has been advanced 
in price. Yesterday's prices were eight 
shillings more th : the prices that had 
been prevailing during the previous week. 

A representative of the Irish Times, 
who sought the reasons for the jump in 
prices, was informed yesterday that there 
is a world shortage of bacon, which will 
continue for some months, and that the 
Irish farmer has been caught napping. 
Our pig population, including sows, was 
allowed to run down when prices were 
low, and now, when prices at the factories 
are comp€ratively high, the pig rearer 
cannot y sufficient animals to meet 


the cu ‘demands. 
)» OTHER COUNTRIES. — 

The shortage in bacon is world-wide. The 
Chicago returns show a decrease of hogs im 
America of over three and a half millions since 
the beginning of March last. Amercans, too, 
are using more of their own bacon now that 
its quality has been greatly improved. There 
is a shortage in Denmark, due, it is conjec- 
tured. to the heavy killings for the past 
twelve months in an effort to secure the 
British market firmly. Hence prices for all 
classes of bacon are higher. : 

Yesterday's curers’ prices for Limerick 
bacon ex-factory were 148s. green and 160s. 

. an advance of Gs. within a week 

the second advance within a fortnight. At 
the same time, bacon has not gone up in 

oportion to the mcrease in the price of pigs. 
The present price of the farmer's pig is on 
an average 84s. per cwt. live-weight, or 114s. 
dead-weight. in February the dead. weight 
price was 100s. to 102s. ; in June it was 105s. 

One of our informants stated that the short- 
age will continue and grow worse until about 
the end of November, when pigs will start 
to come into the market again in fairly 
plentiful numbers. ‘‘ They are all going in 
for pigs now, he concluded. 

Our represeniative again found that there 
are serious complaints that in Dublin Canadian 
bacon is being sold as Irish at the Irish price. 
SS applies, it is stated, only to some retail

MARKET PRICES GOING UP. 

The pig fair in Roscommon on Monday last 
was a conyplete failure. Very few pigs were 
offered for sale. and there were few huvers.

RIFLES IN CHIMNEY. 


SEOUEL TO SEARCH IN 
CO. KERRY HOUSE. @ 


A search for arms, which led to the dis- 
covery of two Lee-Enfield rifles in a chimney, 
was described at Tralee District Court, when 
John Fuller, son of a farmer residing at 
Fahavane, Kilflynn, was charged with being 
unlawfully im possession of the rifles. 

Sergeant Kirwin, Detective Foree, Tralee, 
stated that he and three other officers visited 
the accused's house, and going to the parlour 
found in the chimney there two rifles, minus 
belts and magazines. On searching the 
accused the witness found in one of his 
pockets a whistle with the brand of the Civic 
Guard on it. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that he 
had some addresses and asked the accused 
whether his brother Stephen was in the 
house. He had no charge against Stephen, 
had never heard of him, and did not know 
that he was the man who was blown up at 
Ballyseedy. 

Mr. J. D. O'Connell called u Stephen 
Fuller to rise in court, and said: “ Here is 
the man who was blown up at Ballyseedy. 
I want to explain, as far as he is concerned, 
as he is under the impression shat something 
else is going to be done to him. The man 
has gone through enough already."’ 

District Justice Johnson said that in this 
ease he proposed to deal leniently with the 
accused. He would fine him £2 and bind him 
over in his own recognisances in the sum of 
£20, to be of good behaviour for two years.

DISCUSSION AT WICKLOW 
COUNTY COUNCIL. 

At the meeting of the Wicklow County 
Council a resolution was moved to have ex- 
punged from the books of the Council a resolu- 
tion to the effect that im connection with the 
direct labour scheme only members of the 
Transport Union be employed. 

The Farmers’ Union are practically the 
controlling body on the new Council. The 
Independents, however, joined with Labour, 
and the voting was iul, and, as the Chair- 
man (Mr. Frame) would not exercise his 
casting vote, the matter remains in abeyance. 

Mr. John Metcalfe, organiser of the Farmers’ 
Union, moved the resolution, which mentioned 
that employment should be thrown open 
equally to members of the Farmers’ Union, 
Workers of Ireland Union, Co-operative 
Workers’ Union and Transport Union. 

Mr. Joseph Metcalfe, Labour organiser, who 
opposed the resolution, said that instead of 
splitting labour and introducing matters to 
spoil the harmony of the meetings of that 
Council, it would be better to co-operate in 
wee the best for the people who sent them 
there. 

Mr. Everett, T.D., said that the object of 
the resolution was to provide work for small 
farmers. He asked them to work in the in- 
terests of the community, not of a section. 

Mr. Caule said that it was in the Council's 
interests to deal with one single organisation 
of workers rather than with a multiplicity of 
unions. There was no rule of the Transport 
Union to prevent the farmers getting work. 

Mr. C. M. Byrne, T.D., said that the 
Farmers’ Union ld not be placed on the 
same basis as the Labour Union, brt he held 
that those old contractors who were deprived 
of work by the new scheme should receive 
employment on the roads, irrespective of what 
union they might belong to. é thought the 
resolution inopportune in view of what was 
happening iu Dublin, and considering the 
action of the sige Union, who were trv- 
ing to help the industry of the country and 
helping ont the Dublin employers from what 
they had got themselves into. 

Mr. John Metcalfe said that he would strike 
out the names of the unions altogether. 

Ultimately, the motion being put in this 
form, the voting being thirteen equal, the 
matter ended without a decision. ‘Mr. John 
Metcalfe served notice to move a similar 
motion at next meeting. 

Mr. Everett moved that the wages of the 
roadmen révert back to last year’s standard, 
55s., from the 32s. 6d. now being paid, plus 
oilskins and leggings, to enable them to work 
im wet weather. The reduction ha 
effected to equalise agricultural a road 
wages througheut the county.

TRAFFIC. 


RUSH OF ENGLISH 
VISITORS. 


The propaganda of the British an@ Trish 


railway and steamboat has 
been responsible for bring many 
thousands of visitors to Ireland this year. 
The holiday traffic during the past few 
months has been very satisfactory, and 
the steamboat companies report much 
heavier bookings than in recent years. HS i 
to the present the traffic shows litt 
signs of diminution. 

THE CARRYING COMPANIES. 
An excursion to Killarney last week, 
organised by the Great Western Railway of 
ngland, brought over 700 passengers. It 
was the first of such day excursions that had 
been organised by the company for a nomber 
of years, and proved so successful that a 
second, for which over 500 booked, was 
arranged, leaving England on last Tuesday 
night, spending the whole dar in Killarney 
and getting back to England on Thursday 
morning. Special trains were run from Ross- 
lare to Killarney and back for these excur- 
sions, and catering arrangements have been 
made with the Irish Tourists’ Association, in 
conjunction with the Killarney Tourists’ Asso- 
ciation, to provide meals and arrange drives. 
Cook's Tours’ Agency dealt with a special 
party of 100 of these tourists last week, pro- 
viding breakfast on arrival and a trip, im- 
cluding boating om the lake and a drive; 
then dinner in time to catch the evening 
train back. An excursion from London to 
Killarney has now been organised, leaving 
Loudon on Tuesday next and returning on 
we se! Fá 

he British and Irish St ‘ket Compeny 
report that an average of 4.000 passengers 
come in each week by their service, 70 per 
cent. of whom are new visitors to the 
country, and include very many Americans 
and a considerably larger sumber than usual 
from Scotland. 

On the Burns and Laird Line a 50 per 
cent. increase on the tourist traffic of former 
years ig noted. 

The London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company have had very exceptional results 
from the holiday season, a so far their 
numbers for excursion trips have shown no 
falling off. 

VISITORS TO THE SOUTH. 

On the trish railways, in spite of the re- 
duced fares, the receipts for holiday traffic 
are stated to be as large as last year. The 
number of visitors to the South of Ireland is 
greatly in excess of previons experience, Kil- 
larney, Glengarriff and Parknasilla being the 
most favoured spots. 

In the West of ireland there has not been 
as large an increase. In a good many cases 
inquiries have been made by tourists as to 
whether they cou!d find cottages or farms in 
the West where they could board. It appears 
that this is difficult, if not impossible. - It 
seems certain that lack of ‘hotels or other 
accommodation is the only reason why the 
West has not had as large a share of visitors 
as the South. 

CROWDED STEAMERS. 

With the London, Midland and Scottish 
Company the summer excursion programme 
was a remarkable success this year. 

In August Bank Holiday week the com- 
pany’s cross-Channe! traffic was extraordinary. 
From July 27th to August órd — that 
is, for a period of a week and a day— 
there were twenty-one steamers _, wards, with 
an average of 750 passengers each, and 
nineteen steamers outwards, each carrying an 
average of 690 passengers. That is to say, 
nearly 31,000 pdssengers were carried by the 
company betwee Holyhead and Kingstown in 
a period of eight days. Of these 15,750 came 
into the Free State and 14,900 left. It was 
a remarkable achievement, and on one day 
the influx necessitated the employment of 
three steamers. 

The whole summer holiday period has been 
one of large numbers. It had severa) notable 
features. The inflow from the other side was 
larger this year all round than for the past 
four or five years. There were very many 
American visitors and a notable increase in 
the English pleasure-seeking class of visitor ; 
while also the number of people of Irish ex- 
traction resident in England who came over 
to relatives in Ireland was more numerous 
this year than at any time in the past five 
years. The Horse Show traffic this year hed 
also its distinguishing character, in as much 
as it was noticeable that there was & return 
of that old-time English visitor, whose pre- 
sence formerly went so much to make up the 
social side of Horse Show Week. 

THE CUSTOMS SARRIER. 

Another gratifying faet is that the Customs 
barrier has proved no hindrance. Passengers 
who have teavelled widely have said that they 
got through the Customs here as quickly as 
at anv ather port that they entered, while 
Americans have praised the Kings- 
town officials as compared with those of ports 
on their own side. 

WELSHMEN IN KILLARNEY. 

When the second day excursion from South 
Wales arrived in Killarney week bring- 
ing 500 visitors from Cardiff, Mr. Banner 
and Mr. O'Kelly, at the request of Sir Felix 
Pole, general manager of the Great Western 
Railway, called on Senator O'Sullivan and 
expressed themselves delighted with the 
manner in which the visitors were reeeived 
and the satisfactory arrangements that had 
been made by the Killarney Tourist Associa- 
tion. More work, Mr. Banner said, was 
accomplished by the Assoctation in a. few 
months than was done in other places in as 
many years. 

‘Of course, he added, you have incomparable 
scenery—there is nothing like it. You must 
get more rapid and adequate service to and 
through the lakes and t there will be no 
end to the number of excursions from the 
various centres served by the Great Western 
Railwav. Next week we run excursions fem 
London. Cardiff and Birmiagham, and hope 
to continue during September. 

Senator ()’ Sullivan assured him of active eo- 
operation in Killarney, and said that nothing 
would be left undone to make the stay of the 
visitors as enjoyable as possible.
